It's A Wo man 's Wo rld 


Th e latest p op ulation figures, issued last week 
by th e Cen sus Bureau, in dicate th at th e Un ited 
States is becomin g m ore an d m ore a woman ’s 
world — at least n um erically . 
Th e bureau rep orts th at Am erican females 
out n um ber m ales by 1,37 1,000 in a total p op ula­ 
tion of 168 ,09 1,000 or th at th ere are on ly 984 
m en an d boy s for ev ery 1,000 of th e fair sex . 


But it was n ot alway s th us. Back in 1910 it 
was an oth er story . In th at y ear th e m ales h it 
th e p eak of th eir sup eriority , n um erically — 
1,060 to 1,000. But women h av e been gain in g 
ev er sin ce, p assed th e m en in th e 19 40s an d 
outn um bered th em by 600,000 in 1950. 


Howev er, th e bureau adv ises, y oun g women 
reach in g th e m arriageable age n eedn ’t become 
alarm ed — a t least n ot y et. Th ere still isn ’t a 
sh ortage of p oten tial h usban ds. In th eir age 
group , 1 8 th rough 24, th ere are 1,013 men for 
each 1,000 women an d in th e 18 an d un der age 
group , boy s outn um ber girls in ratio of 1,039 
to 1,000. After 25 th e m en ’s n um erical sup erior­ 
ity declin es an d by th e age of 65 th ere are on ly 
8 57 m en for ev ery 1,000 women . 


Th e on ly ex p lan ation th e bureau giv es is 
th at men die y oun ger. 
At th e p resen t rate women will ev en tually 
outn um ber men two-to-on e. Wh en th at h ap p en s 
it is n ot in con ceiv able th at some misguided 
! crusader in th e cause for th e righ ts of women 
ov er 65 will come up with a crackp ot sch eme
